Place Started in 1909 



Webb's Racket store, owned by the 
Webb family since 1909, has been 
sold by Raymond L. and Mary Eliza- 
beth Webb, brother and sister, to 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald B. Gibbs. 

The Gibbs will take possession as 
soon as legal papers can be recorded 
which probably will be next week. 

The variety store was built in No- 
vember 1909 by George E. Webb, 
father of the present owner, who 
with Mrs. Webb was a pioneer set- 
tler of Antioch. He died in 1919 and 
Mrs. Webb in 1937. 

Ray and Elizabeth, as the owners 
are more familiarly known to their 
friends, have worked in the store 
since its opening. Ray, however, was 
out of the store two years while serv- 
ing in the army during World War 
1. 

Illness incurred during military 
service became so severe to Ray this 
winter that for the last 10 weeks he 
has been unable to be at the store 
and at present is bedfast at the Spa 
in Waukesha, Wis. It is because of 
his illness that he and his sister arc 
giving up the store. They have not 
sold the building itself. 

The Gibbs live on Spafford St.. in 
Antioch, Mr. Gibbs, brother of Earl 
Gibbs, manager of the A & P store, 
is a World War II veteran. Both he 
and Mrs, Gibbs come from fine fami- 
lies and their friends arc wishing 
them success in their new under- 
taking.

Antioch boys hung up three new 
records for the conference; a new 
high was set by Dan Jones when he 
cleared the bar at 11 feet 5»/t inches 
in the pole vault event. Jones had 
set the existing record last year at 
10 feet 10'/= inches; Leonard Malison 
ran the 440 yard dash in :53,3 to 
better the old record by half a sec- 
ond; and the Antioch freshman re- 
lay team composed of Ostrander, 
Bodnnrchuk, Wieezorek and Radkc, 
ran the 440 in :48.9 to set a new 
mark for ".he conference.

A special -meeting of the village

Natural Gas Now Flows 
in Antioch Mains of the 
Public Service Company 

"Burning what comes naturally," is 
the song Antioch patrons of the Public 
Service Co. of Northern Illinois can 
sing now lhat the changeover has been 
made from artificial to natural gas 
and the accompaniment probably will 
be lower gas bills. 

The Texas-pumped gas entered the 
lines of Antioch business places and 
homes last Thursday after fixturcd 
had been conditioned and all that re- 
mained was a checkup. 

Natural gas has a higher rate of 
thermal units and calls for an adjust- 
ment in the combustion equipment, 
lt will cost the users less. The only 
drawback at this time is that there is 
not enough gas for the heating of 
buildings, but it is believed that later 
on enough gas can be obtained to take 
care of every one who desires the 
service. 

The company is constructing large 
steel tanks as reserve places for gas 
to be used in times of heavy usage 
or in emergency.
